| Bago most other important industries, the building industry does not 

maintain a co-operative research organisation of its own. Its failure to 
do so has often been criticised because it means, among other things, that the 
only central research organisation dealing with building as such is the Building 
Research Station—a Government-financed organisation. That is not a criti- 
cism of the BRS in particular or of government research in general. Most 
industries, however, have seen the wisdom of establishing their own research 
organisations, and in this they have been encouraged and assisted by the 
Government, which has long believed that the best results in this kind of 
research are to be obtained by co-operation between state and private 
organisations. 

In the present conditions, however, what approach ought the BRS to adopt ? 
Should it concentrate on a few particularly significant items of research, or 
should it endeavour as best it may to cover the whole field ? It is clear from 
the latest annual report—summarised in our issue of last week—that the BRS 
has no doubt at all as to what is the right approach. It must continue to cover 
the whole field, otherwise it will lose the feel of the subject and the ability to 
assess relevance of research done elsewhere. This must be important for any 
research institution, but it is especially important for the BRS, which has the 
responsibility of applying the results of its investigations and also of advising 
firms and individuals who refer specific problems to the Station. A particularly 
striking example of the value of the advice which can be given by the Station 
is afforded by the case of a firm of architects who asked for assistance in the 
programming of a school building scheme; a programme was drawn up in 
collaboration with the architects and the contractors which showed that the 
time usually taken for this type of school could be reduced by half. As a 
result of this experience, the architects have invited the Station to consider the 
whole design of the normal drainage system to make greater use of materials 
and techniques which can speed up the operation. There can be little doubt 
that this kind of advice can only be given by a body which has the experience 
to see the whole implications of a problem. Certainly, the Station’s tasks will 
be best performed by its maintaining a fairly wide programme of work, and for 
this reason we believe that the right choice has been made. 

All this does not preclude the possibility of some degree of concentration on 
particularly significant pieces of work, and it is interesting to observe that the 
BRS intend to give particular attention to the problems of management in the 
building industry. This may appear to be rather outside the traditional role 
of ‘scientific’ research, but there is really no reason why the Station should 
confine itself to the physical sciences, and it may be that a study of management 
problems in the broadest sense would be helpful. The studies already made 
by the BRS on the — of incentive schemes—see the articles in The Builder 
of August 16 and 23, 1957—throw a good deal of light on the management 
problems involved in such schemes and have pointed to the need to integrate 
them into the organisation of the firm. There may well be scope for further 
studies on the same lines. 

The BRS report might well have been more informative as to what is intended 
in this field of management research, but at least it can be expected that the 
Station will not adopt a narrow interpretation of the word ‘management.’ 
There will no doubt be further investigations on the problems of organisation 
in contracting firms such as those already mentioned in the field of incentives, 
but it is interesting to note that the work on programming school building 
contracts is classified in the director’s report under the heading of management. 
There seems to be every prospect of several years of interesting work on the 
part of the Station, and the industry will wish those concerned every success in 
it.

WIR. — Congratulations to the RIBA 

Committee on its report on the 
employment of architects on the salaried 
staffs of building contractors, published 
in your last issue, and congratulations 
also on your supporting leading article. 
It is the fate of many reports to be 
pigeon-holed and forgotten; if that should 
happen to this one the future of the pro- 


fession might be in serious jeopardy. «It 
Is, © course, reasonable to hope and 
beliese that the traditional architect- 
clien builder relationship will endure 
indei nitely for works of minor and some- 
ume: major importance; its efficiency in 
rega. to: «big projects employing new 


structural and management 
has long been in doubt. 
The Committee is to be specially com- 
mended for the realistic manner in which 
it has dealt with the ‘all-in service. Any 
attempt to circumvent this by preventing 
members from being employed on the staffs 
of building contractors (by way of an addi- 
tion to the RIBA Code of Professional 
Conduct, or by legislative action) would be 
clearly undesirable. It seems doubtful, 
indeed, whether there is any need for an 
architect employed by a building contractor 
to inform clients that he is not profession- 
ally responsible to them but to his firm. 
The ‘all-in service’ will flourish as it 
proves itself to be an efficient method. If it 
is to be successfully combated it will be by 
an equally efficient or a better one. It 
could be countered as the Committee sug- 
gests, by the private architect in his capa- 
city as leader persuading specialist con- 
sultants and others to join with him in offer- 
ing the client one consolidated fee and (an 
important point) the advantage of competi- 
tive tenders. A loose association of 
specialists, however, could have drawbacks. 
Some members might be too busy with their 
own work to give prompt atiention to a 
project. The real answer to the ‘all-in 
service ’ may well be the further develop- 
ment of full-time partnerships. Practices 
would have to be very large to justify this, 
but that may be the price we have to pay 
for efficiency and the independence of the 
architect.

Thermal Insulation 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR.—I have been reading with great 

* interest the series of articles on the 
thermal insulation of industrial buildings 
contributed to your newspaper by people 
with specialised knowledge of the subject, 
but feel that there are certain aspects of 
the last article by Mr. Eric Bird [The 
Builder, August 1], which need comment. 

Mr. Bird makes the sweeping statement 
— Since most new factories are insulated 
—and the proportion is growing...’ If 
most new factories are insulated, then the 
proportion cannot grow. Debates on this 
measure in the House of Commons have 
brought out the information that far from 
most factories being insulated the posi- 
tion is exactly the reverse, despite: the 
extensive propaganda carried on to per- 
suade people to insulate their factories 
both by the Ministry of Power and such 
bodies as the Structural Insulation 
Association. 


And then Mr. Bird refers to the judging 
of the risks of the spread of fire due to the 
use of unsuitable—from a fire hazard point 
of view—thermal insulation materials. He 
seems to ignore the services which are 
available to the architectural profession, the 
local authorities and their clients of the 
considerable body of people who can judge 
these matters. I refer to the Fire Prevention 
Officers employed by local authority fire 
services throughout the country, all of whom 
take courses which qualify them to judge 
these matters at the very efficient Fire 
Service College. And in addition to these 
official judges, there is the considerable body 
of individual opinion comprising the fire

surveyors of the insurance companies, whose 
judgment is backed up not only by technical 
training, but by the experience of their offices 
in meeting claims for fires and assessing the 
possible causes of such fires. 

The services of the Fire Prevention 
Officers of the local authority fire brigades 
are always available to builders, architects 
and their clients, and the fire insurance com- 
panies prefer to be called in at the design 
stage of any building so that they may make 
recommendations, from their vast experi- 
ence, which will assist in the design of a 
factory to prevent fire occurring or spreading 
and which, incidentally, should lead to the 
client paying a lower annual insurance 
premium. 

What is really wanted in these matters is 
closer collaboration between client, builder 
and architect with the Fire Prevention 
Officers of the local authorities and the 
insurance companies, a point which has been 
stressed by Mr. Gerald Eastham, the Honor- 
ary Secretary of The Chief Fire Officers’ 
Association, and Mr. G. H. Schram, one of 
the foremost authorities in this country on 
building to prevent the occurrence and 
spread of fire.

The church is built of buff-coloured 
brick externally and internally. The nave 
windows are constructed of artificial stone 
and the glass is fixed direct to the stone- 
work with special arrangements to avoid 
condensation. The nave is spanned by five 
pointed brick arches on precast moulded 
reinforced concrete ribs slotted into pre- 
pared sockets in the ground and bolted 
at the apex. All the ribs were made in 
Glasgow and transported to the site by 
special road vehicles. The whole structure 
of the church is ‘articulated’ as a pre- 
caution against failure from subsidence. 

The fléche rising from the roof of the 
nave is made of teak and glued. It is 
constructed in four sections which are 
held together by a tensile steel rod secured 
at the top to the duralamin cross and at the 
base to a steel cradle anchored to two of 
the arches spanning the nave. 

None of the windows of the church 
open. Air is admitted to the church 
through automatic ventilators behind low- 
pressure hot water radiators. The air 
is therefore warm as it enters the church 
and is drawn out through a duct at the 
apex of the roof which is connected to the 
louvred vents at the base of the fléche. 
The flow of air in the church can be 
accelerated by an electric fan at the base 
of the fléche. The heating installation 
boiler is gas -fired and fitted with automatic 
time and temperature controls. All the 
furniture and fittings have been designed 
by the architects.

LANS to build in New York City 
America’s first completely automatic 
parking garage, to be owned by Columbia 
University, were announced _ recently. 
Application for a permit to construct the 
garage has been filed with the New York 
City Planning Commission on tehalf of 
Columbia University by the developers, 
Speed-Park Inc. The site is a 10,000 sq. ft. 
plot extending from 42nd-street to 43rd- 
street. Associated with the venture is the 
Otis Elevator Company, which will manu- 
facture, install and maintain all equipment 
and controls. The eight-storey garage 
will house 230 cars and provide reservoir 
parking facilities for an additional 46. 
Completely automatic in all respects, 
the garage will noiselessly park or dis- 
charge as many as three cars a minute. 
The single attendant acts solely as cashier. 
When the motorist arrives, the cashier 
removes a numbered key from a central 
control panel and hands it to him as his 
parking ‘receipt,’ while an individual meter 
begins recording the time and correspond- 
ing charge for the ‘locker’ to which the 
car has been assigned. An elevator door 
opens and the car is picked up under the 
tyres by a conveyor and moved laterally 
into the lift. The door closes and the lift 
procecds to the appropriate floor, where the 





car is automatically transported to the 
locker whose number is on the key in the 
Moto: ist’s possession, the conveyor touch- 
Ing orly the car’s tyres. 

_On -eturning to the garage, the motorist 
gives iis key to the cashier, who replaces 
It in ts original position in the control 
pane’ The parking process is instantly 
Initia *d in reverse, and proceeds while the 
cash is collecting the metered fee.

Within an average time of 57 seconds, the 
car has arrived in the outgoing driveway. 

The Columbia University garage will be 
the first of a series of Speed-Park facilities 
to be constructed throughout North 
America, and ultimately abroad, with 
capacities ranging from 60 to 2,000 cars. 

Multi-storey garages have traditionally 
been unprofitable. In the Speed-Park 
process, however, automation has, it is 
claimed, made it possible to operate even 
the smallest multi-storey garage profitably. 
The lateral movement of cars is an import- 
ant space-saving feature; by eliminating the 
need for large manoeuvring areas in the 
interior, it opens up to garage constructicn 
lots with a frontage of as little as 20 ft.

puis is an altogether successful book. 

There can have been few people pre- 
viously so well fitted to discuss this matter, 
and we must count ourselves fortunate that 
it was done before its author left this field. 

The balance of the treatment is perhaps 
the secret of its success. Mr. Barr was in 
the world of finance before he became an 
architect, and in architecture he has held a 
responsible post in respect of technology. 
These are the three elements he has merged 
so finely—finance, design and technique 
and, of course, they are the three chief 
factors in successful housing. 

Intending readers may wish to know the 
scope. After a glance at the post-war 
situation in general, he begins on _ the 
broadest of his fronts—the problem of 
environment. He turns then in succession 
to the individual home, its con- 
struction techniques, costs, and finally there 
are appendices on subsidies and fire. 

Of all the sections, perhaps that on tech- 
nology will give most satisfaction, for its 
explanation in the hands of many authors 
often does not engender respect among 
technologists. In this case the terminology 
is correct and the writing clear. 

Half of the book is devoted to examples, 
of which he has 56, each of which is suffi- 
ciently illustrated to capture its character, 
and sufficiently described to identify the 
main features of interest. A feeling one has 
after reading the book is a_ heartening 
realisation of just how much reasonable or 
more-than-reasonable housing architecture 
has been done here since the war. Most 
of it mentioned is post-1950, when the worst 
initial difficulties had been surmounted. 

In a number of places he criticises official 
policies. His points are carefully argued 
and supported, and one hopes they will be 
received and carefully considered. 

One awkward feature only was encoun- 
tered on reading the book. There are in 
effect two lots of illustrations in it, one for 
the text and one of the 56 schemes. The 
referencing system does not always make 
very clear which one is being referred to, 
and the reader is subjected to a certain 
amount of to-ing and fro-ing. 

Architects doing housing might be well 
advised to recommend this book to the 
authorities and committees for whom they 
are doing work. It ought to help them to 
secure a sympathetic audience (if they have 
not that already) for their efforts to demon- 
strate that the quality of architecture can be 
obtained within a_ reasonable pro- 
vided they have their clients’ support. Mr. 
Barr has done his profession a considerable 
service.

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DRY HUMOUR AT 
PUBLIC INQUIRY 
Mr. Grimes’s Clean Sweep 
of Architect's Protestations 


T a public inquiry, held at Epsom on 

July 29, before Mr. J. H. Markham, 
inspecting officer to the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, a lively discussion 
took place between Mr. D. W. Dry, a young 
student member of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, and the Deputy Town 
Clerk, Mr. D. R. Grimes. 

Mr. Dry was appealing on behalf of Mr. 
A. J. Knight against the refusal of Epsom 
and Ewell Council to pass plans for a house 
near the RAC Country Club. The Council’s 
decision was supported by twelve near-by 
residents. 

Mr. Dry said ‘My clients are young. 
They want an excitingly modern house,’ and 
went on to say that he had pointed out to 
Mr. Knight and his fiancée that he had not 
seen anything in the borough of Epsom 
which could be térmed * excitingly modern ’ 
with the possible exception of the grand- 
stand. He said this might have been due to 
the architects employed by the local resi- 
dents, but he had warned his clients that, 
although in the 20th century we should be 
building for our sons and not our grand- 
fathers, this view might not be shared by 
the local council. 

Describing houses in the neighbourhood, 
Mr. Dry said they found it difficult to find 
the principle of recurring design; in some 
cases it was difficult to find a principle of 
design at all. There was neo-Georgian, 
Swedish contemporary and Spanish. Some 
of the houses used traditional materials, but 
many details would be too costly to repro- 
duce today. The best they could do was 
to use traditional materials in as simple a 
manner as possible. 

The plans under discussion were for a 
house which would have two outside stair- 
cases and chimney flue and living rooms on 
the first floor to take advantage of the views. 

Mr. GRIMES said the site was a unique 
one on a beautiful estate and while the 
Council was not opposed to modern archi- 
tecture, it was considered that the proposed 
building would alter the character of the 
neighbourhood, ‘Architectural design is a 
matter of opinion and in the long run must 
depend upon the majority of reasonable- 
minded people. Their opinion should pre- 
vail. It should not be left to architects to 
dictate public taste, Mr. Grimes averred. 

To this Mr. Dry replied that laymen’s 
views were valuable, but the opinion of an 
architect was worth more. 

Mr. Grimes asked if Mr. Dry considered 
people should be educated to his way of 
thinking, to which he replied that it was not 
his way of thinking. This referred to other 
opinions, in particular a letter from Sir 
Hugh Casson, who described Mr. Dry’s de- 
sign as making use of a discreet choice of 
materials which would fit admirably into 
its setting. Mr. Dry said that Sir Hugh had 
not visited the site, and added that the plans 
had to be approved by the estate architect 
(the RAC’s architect, Mr. A. E. Matthew, 
LRIBA, of Seth-Smith, Monroe and 
Matthew), who made flattering remarks 
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about the design, in which he was extremely 
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interested, The drawings were sent to the 
chairman of the RAC, who disliked them. 
They were turned down. 

Mr. Cossett, the Borough Surveyor, said 
the Town Planning and Plans Committee 
turned down the plans because the house 
would adversely affect the amenities. In 
what he described as this * good-class resi- 
dential area’ the design was completely out 
of keeping with existing properties. His 
committee did not object to anyone living 
upstairs, but the prominent chimney stack 
would block the view from a house opposite. 
The outside staircases should be of greater 
architectural merit and the fenestration was 
unsympathetic, while Mr. E. J. Davies, 
appearing for Mr. B. H. Dreesmann, who 
owned ‘ Parkside,’ a house on the other side 
of the road, said the ‘ extraordinary stair- 
cases’ would give the appearance of a pro- 
perty which had been converted into flats. 

Mr. Dry said the attitude of trying to 
prevent anything being built that was not 
‘neo’ something or other had made this 
country the laughing-stock of Europe. If 
the house had been designed in an evening 
by a speculative builder, the Council would 
have passed it without any trouble. 

Mr. Markham visited the site later. The 
decision of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government will be announced in 
due course.

MAST DESIGNING 
An Architect's Theories 
By a Special Correspondent 


VV HEN Mr. Herbert Tooley died 
recently he left behind him many 


fine examples of his skill in design 
including hospitals, pumping — stations 
and schools. He had a long and 


distinguished career as an architect. He 
was a Fellow of the RIBA, he won the 
AA Essay medal in 1888 and a gold 
medal in architectural design in a national 
competition of the Victoria and Albert 
Science and Art Department. But this 
was not all—Mr. Tooley had another 
interest which began during World War | 
when the Admiralty required a 440-ft. 
wireless mast at Cleethorpes, Lincoln- 
shire. The firm of Coubro and Scrutton, 
Ltd., West India Dock-road, were asked 
to quote for the design, manufacture and 
erection of this mast.

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BUILDING will start next April, it is hoped, on the new 
headquarters building for the Australian Academy of 
Science in Canberra. The cost, which is expected to be 
£200,000, will be met by a number of large Australian 
companies. 

The shell will be a concrete dome, 3 ins. thick, copper- 
covered and pierced by 4 ft. dia. glass lights. The dome 
will rest on 2 ft. supporting arches and will be surrounded 
by a shallow pool, crossed by a bridge to the main entrance.

All interior walls will be free standing and will be 
connected to the dome by expanding rubber gaskets.

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OXFORD HISTORIC 
BUILDINGS APPEAL 


Target of £1,750,000 Raised 
in 13 Months 


GIFTS from past and present members 

of Oxford University in Britain and 
abroad, from industrial and commercial 
firms, charitable trusts, and the Govern- 
ment have enabled the Oxford Historic 
Buildings Appeal to raise in 13 months 
the £1,750,000 sought. 

This was announced at a Press confer- 
ence in London on August 7, by Lorp 
BRIDGES, the chairman of the appeal’s 
trustees, who said that 12,200 graduates 
of the University, 250 firms in industry 
and commerce, and the Ford Foundation 
had each given roughly £400,000. The 
Government had given £250,000 ‘ in kind, 
so to speak, for the repair of certain 
specific buildings; and four trusts, the 
Pilgrim Trust, the Rhodes Trust, the Gul- 
benkian Trust, and the Dulverton Trust, 
had given about the same sum between 
them. 


The Pakistan Government had given 
£1,000 to the appeal, and the City of 
Oxford had raised the largest subscrip- 


tion in its history—£16,000. 

Repair work was already being carried 
out on the fabric of 12 colleges, and work 
began, on August 5, on the biggest task 
of all, the renovation of the seriously 
dilapidated Sheldonian Theatre. The 
whole job would cost at least £120,000. 


The trustees revealed that the sum 
collected may not be enough to finish the 
job of saving Oxford’s old buildings from 
decay. After stating that the appeal fund 
will remain open, they added that ‘the 
increasing costs of repair work make it 
certain that all additional sums received 
will be fully used for the purposes of the 
appeal.’ 

Lorp BRIDGES explained that it was 
impossible to know precisely what the 
final cost would be. In some sense, he 
said, £1,750,000 was a minimum figure. 
‘As the years go by I think we shall need 
a little more.’ 

He said that although oversea gradu- 
ates had already given £20,000 to the 
appeal, there was reason to believe that 
the flow of subscriptions from the United 
States and Canada was only just begin- 
ning to come in. 


‘We shall stop overt campaigning, but 
the appeal will remain open,’ he added.

IM DEVELOPMENT 
LICATION REFUSED 


Minis'er Suggests Next Step for 
Manchester Council 

THE Minister of Housing and Local 

Gcvernment has refused Manchester 

City Ccuncil’s application for permission to 

carry out development at Lymm in Cheshire. 

Arepo:t of the inquiry, held in January, had 


been presented to the Minister by Mr. Ram- 
say Wiitis, QC. 


An aimost identical application was made 
by the City in 1953 and the Minister at that 
time while admitting the potentialities of 
the area for this purpose decided that all 
possible alternatives must be tried before it 
would be right to agree to a project which 
attracted such formidable opposition. The 
alternatives suggested were, first, that the 
Counci! should make the maximum use of 
land within the city in the course of develop- 
ment, and second, that they should make the 
maximum use of any sites that could be 
suggested outside the city by the three neigh- 
bouring County Councils as local planning 
authorities. 


The City Council representatives at the 
inquiry estimated their deficiency in housing 
land as the equivalent of 14,000 houses for 
the period between 1958 and 1971, and they 
claimed that the deficiency could not be met 
without the proposed development at Lymm. 
The Minister’s refusal of the application 
means that the City Council must now seek 
to solve its great housing problems without 
envisaging building at Lymm; and the 
Minister suggests that they should examine 
at once the most likely areas listed in Mr. 
Willis’s report, in particular Crewe, Leyland 
and Macclesfield, but not excluding the other 
areas Mr. Willis mentions if and when the 
doubts now attaching to them are removed. 


The Minister thinks that the City’s next 
Step, i> consultation with the County Coun- 
cils aid the District Councils concerned, 
ought .o be to draw up detailed programmes 
for hc ising development in those areas. It is 
obser.ed that the Lymm project was not 
expec':d to produce houses before the com- 
menc nent of 1961, and then only in com- 
Parat ely small numbers. The City have 
there re over two years in which to make 
a be; ining with these alternative schemes.

Distinction in Town Planning 


THE RIBA Award for Distinction in 
Town Planning is the only award in town 
and country planning bestowed by the 
RIBA.

Outstanding 
work in the design and layout, not of 
individual buildings, but of groups of 
buildings, will be recognised. The award 
will be made for actual planning work, 
and while not primarily intended for 
housing lay-outs, such layouts of groups 
of buildings would not be excluded. 

Recommendations are submitted to the 
Council by a standing committee set up 
for the purpose. Personal applications 
by candidates will not be entertained; the 
name of a candidate must be submitted 
by three or more sponsors, themselves 
members of the RIBA, who will be 
required to submit details of the candi- 
date’s professional qualifications and 
experience, and may be made _ twice 
annually, on March 1 and November 1, 
and must be addressed to the Secretary, 
RIBA, 66, Portland-place, London, W1. 

Members upon whom the award has 
been conferred will be entitled to use the 
designation ‘ RIBA Award for Distinction 
in Town Planning’ and it is advised that 
this would be used in full, or the initials 
‘Dist. TP,’ after the initials ‘FRIBA,’ 
‘ ARIBA,’ or ‘ LRIBA,’ according to the 
tlass of membership to which they 
belong.

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‘THE MODERN CITY’ 


A Paper at the Architectural 
Students’ Conference, Leningrad 


I R. A. G. LING, ARIBA, MIPI, 

Coventry City architect and planning 
officer, read a paper entitled ‘The Modern 
City,’ during the International Conference of 
Students of Architecture held at Leningrad 
on July 18. Following are extracts from 
Mr. Ling’s paper: 

As the planning of towns becomes more 
comprehensive it is desirable that we should 
dispense with the idea of town planning 
based on a series of bureaucratic rules and 
regulations. Where we are dealing with 
thousands and thousands of individual 
developers, all of whom have as their main 
interest the maximum exploitation of their 
Own Site, a system of town planning control 
has to be introduced to establish minimum 
standards of density, width of streets, day- 
lighting, car parking, and so on. 

These are usually related to a zoning 
plan which sorts out the existing town or 
proposed extensions into a series of neat 
compartments, residential, industrial, open 
space, etc. But it has been demonstrated that 
these rules and regulations tend to become a 
kind of straight jacket which frustrates 
architects and planners in their attempts to 
produce creative works of art, and this is 
particularly so if there is any attempt to 
make regulations to control the aesthetic 
aspects of building. Of course if controls 
are reduced to a minimum an increased 
responsibility is placed on developers and 
their architects and planners to secure volun- 
tarily a discipline in design. 


The Basie Needs 


The primary test, however, as to whether 
the planning and design of a city are suc- 
cessful. is not narrowly technical or aesthetic 
but a broad human one. The question we 
have to ask ourselves is: do people enjoy a 
happy life in the city? There are certain 
basic needs. 

The first need which determines the 
nature of the city is work, and this brings 
into the picture the complex relationships 
between city, regional and national planning, 
for it is desirable that a country should make 
full use of its natural resources and so 
arrange the location of its major industrial 
enterprises in relation to these resources, 
that goods and basic commodities can be 
produced economically without enforcing 
an unbalanced distribution of population or 
wasteful transport costs. 

There have been many discussions as to 
the ideal type of housing development. 
Should it be completely scattered as con- 
ceived by Frank Lloyd Wright in his Broad 
Acre City, or highly concentrated as advo- 
cated by Le Corbusier in his plan for Paris 
and in his examples of housing development 
built since the end of the war? 

At one time the city was the symbol of the 
progress of civilisation. It marked the 
ability of men to live and work together. 
Now its validity is being questioned although 
when the critical test of destruction is ex- 
perienced, as in the two world wars, the city 
has emerged, particularly in those countries 
where devastation has been greatest, as a 
social institution to be preserved and 
developed rather than allowed to die and 
become a necropolis. 


The argument about the form of cities 
has tended to become simplified into 4 
houses versus flats issue. The preference for 
houses has been encouraged by the lack of 
amenities provided in blocks of flats which 
were designed on a minimum standard of 
accommodation and equipment to rehouse 
the poorest sections of the community. 
Advances in technique of refuse disposal, 
heating and the provision of communal faci- 
lities which it would not be economic to 
provide in the case of scattered two-storey 
house development, has made people think 
again about flats, particularly when they are 
sited near the centres or sub-centres of cities 
where the bulk of the social amenities are 
usually located. 

The future opportunities for architects 
and planners will not be restricted to the 
existing cities. There are many undeveloped 
areas in the world where the resources have 
not yet been exploited, where the people 
will come to form new communities and 
there will be great opportunities for archi- 
tects to design completely new towns and 
cities incorporating all the latest ideas. 

Experience of existing cities and the diffi- 
culties we encounter when new forms of 
transport for instance demand changes in old 
structure, should lead us to think in terms 
of the flexible and adaptable city of the 
future—one which does not become so re- 
stricted and frustrated by its original form, 
built for other circumstances, that it is im- 
possible to allow new life and new ideas to 
flourish in the city. 

This means that we have to build cities 
which can expand either horizontally or ver- 
tically, which have systems of communica- 
tion which will anticipate the maximum 
volume of traffic even though today there 
seems no necessity for it. 


The real test of a city is not its magni- 
ficence on a large scale but its efficiency and 
beauty from the point of view of the 
ordinary housewife, her husband and their 
family. Have we satisfied them with their 
housing accommodation? Is it convenient, 
up-to-date in its equipment, with some 
open space nearby for the children to play? 
Is there a nursery school or a primary 
schoo] nearby? Is it very conveniently 
placed for the shops? 

If they have to go there by car can they 
find somewhere to park their car when they 
get there? Are they involved in travelling 
great distances to their work so that they 
are forced to waste much of their day sit- 
ting in public transport vehicles, not only 
wasting time but using up their energy as 
well? Have they recreational facilities 
nearby? Is there a library, a theatre, a 
museum? Can they find relaxation at the 
local sports stadium or cinema? Does what 
they see inspire them by their beauty, not 
only the individual buildings but the 
arrangement of them? Are they kept in- 
terested by the architecture and town plan- 
ning or are they bored by it? Is it human 
in scale? Do they love all the little things 
they see around them? Have the architects 
created an enjoyable atmosphere? Have 
they thought about the needs of young 
people and also those in their old age? 
Have they designed the town so that the 
family and the community alike can flourish? 

What a complicated business city plan- 
ning is, but how exciting and what a 
challenge!

IN PARLIAMENT

Questions Before the Summer 
Recess 


POLLING are answers to questions 
given in the House of Commons before 
Parliament adjourned for the summer recess 
on August 1. Parliament will reassemble 
for the prorogation on Thursday, October 
93, in preparation for the State opening on 
the following Tuesday. 


Thames Flood Barrier 


Mr. Dopps asked the Ministet of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, what progress 
tad been made in the preparation of a re- 
port on the practicability, design and esti- 
mated cost of constructing a movable flood 
tarrier for the purpose of preventing flood- 
ing in the Thames Valley. 

Mr. BEvIns, replying on July 29.—The 
amount of work involved on this proposal 
has exceeded expectations and the Minister 
has not yet received the report of the con- 
sulting engineers. They are, however, fully 
ware of the importance.of completing their 


Bests and reporting as soon as possible. 


Mr. Dopps said that members had been 
promised a report by the end of 1957. In 
view of the disastrous floods in 1953, the 
possibility that they might recur and the 
report of the Waverley Committee which 
suggested a barrier near Dartford, there was 
a fecling among many people that there is 
nt the sense of urgency being shown that 
this important matter demanded. He asked 
if Mr. Bevins could give any indication when 
the report could be expected. 

Mr, Bevins said that the two firms of 
consulting engineers wished to carry out 
further tests before they decided the best 
method of operating the barrier, He could 
not tell Mr. Dodds when the report would 
be received, but, when it was, it would be 
studied with urgency by the Minister. 


Aerodrome Site Clearance 


Mr. KIMBALL asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government if he had any 








progress to report in his consultations with 
the Air Ministry about the clearing up of 
derelict aerodrome sites. 

Mr. BEviNS, in a written reply on July 29, 
stated—The Minister has discussed this with 
the Secretary of State for Air. The present 
practice is that, when an airfield is to be 
disposed of, buildings that are unlikely to 
be of any future use are sold by auction 
for demolition and the purchaser enters 
into a contract that he will completely re- 
move them to base level. Some derelict 
buildings may remain on sites disposed of 
formerly, but the arrangements now in force 
should ensure that airfields no longer re- 
quired are left reasonably tidy. 


Modular Co-ordination for 
WD Works 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Secretary 
of State for War, if he would consider re- 
quiring in future that all constructional 
work to be executed for his department 
should be drawn on a dimensionally modu- 
lar co-ordinated plan as was required for 
the War Department of the United States 
of America, to enable it to be carried out 
more quickly, cheaply and easily. 


Mr. SoaMEs in a written reply on July 28, 
stated—A War Office architect is a mem- 
ber of the committee of the British Stan- 
dards Institution which is investigating 
modular co-ordination, and we are inter- 
ested also in the work being done on the 
subject by the Building Research Station. 
We are keeping in touch with the develop- 
ment of this new principle with a view to 
its adoption for Army building when its 
advantages have been established. 


Tax]Relief for Text Books 


Mr. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, whether he would 
investigate the possibility of making income 
tax allowance available for the purchase of 
essential technical books by salaried profes- 
sional people in connection with their work. 

Mr. SIMON, Financial Secretary, Treasury, 
in a written reply on July 28 stated—The 
Chancéllor reviewed before thé Budget the 
whole question which expenses should rank 
for tax relief under Schedule E, but did not 
feel able to propose any extension of the 
existing law beyond that contained in Clause 
16 of the Finance Bill. 


Dartford-Purfieet Tunnel 


Mr. Dopps asked the Minister of Trans- 
port for a statement on the progress of the 
Dartford-Purfleet Tunnel, and what con- 
sideration was being given to the problem of 
toll charges. 

Mr. NuGENT, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, replying on July 30, 
said—Half of the under-river part of the 
tunnel has been driven, and the remaining 
works are proceeding satisfactorily. The 
actual tolls will not be fixed until shortly 
before the tunnel] is completed. 

He added, in a further reply, that the 
estimated date of completion of the entire 
project was 1962; there was no reason to 
expect that the schedule would not be kept. 


Provision of Damp-proof Courses 


Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on July 31, 
to a question by Mr. LEesLic HALE, 
stated: If a house is being modernised with 
the aid of an improvement grant from the 
local authority, the owner must carry out 
works which will ensure that the house will 
be substantially free from damp. He is 
not obliged to insert a damp-proof course, 
since this may not be necessary, nor is it 
always practicable. Mr. Brooke added, in 
reply to another question, that technical 
officers of local authorities were not likely 
to be unaware of the mechanical method of 
inserting damp-proof courses, which was 
the subject of a recent Building Research 
Station Digest. 


LEB Contracting{Section Inquiries 


Mr. Hosson asked the Attorney-General 
if he would instruct the Director of Public 
Prosecutions to institute proceedings as a 
result of the investigations carried out by 
Deloitte, Plender and Griffiths on Govern- 
ment instructions inte the affairs of the 
contracting section of the London Electricity 
Board. 

StR REGINALD MANNINGHAM-BULLER, in a 
written reply on July 29, stated: No. 

Mr. Hosson also asked what information 
had been given to the Director of Public 
Prosecutions in accordance with Section 3 
of the Prosecution of Offences Act, 1884, 
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by the Southampton Police about their in- 
vestigations into the affairs of the contract- 
ing section of the London Electricity Board. 

Sir R. MANNINGHAM-BULLER: None. The 
inquiries are not yet complete. 


Charing Cross Hospital Decision 


THE Minister of Health proposes to make 
an early regrouping of the Charing Cross, 
West London, Fulham and Fulham 
Maternity hospitals, to enable the replanning 
of the new teaching hospital made necessary 
by the inadequacy of the existing Charing 
Cross hospital and the need to find a new 
site for its development. Mr. WALKER-SMITH, 
informing the Commons of his decision on 
July 29, pointed out that the Charing Cross 
hospital could not be properly redeveloped 
on the present site. 


Dispersal of Offices 

Mr. FRANCIS NOoEL-BAKER asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what further action he proposed to encour- 
age offices and other business undertakings 
to move from London to new and expanded 
towns in the provinces, in view of the grow- 
ing population problems of the great conur- 
bations. 

Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on August 
1, stated: The development plans for the 
County of London and the Home Counties 
contain provisions which are designed to 
encourage the movement Mr. Noel-Baker 
has in mind, by strictly limiting the areas 
in which the growth of office and other 
business can take place in the centre. and 
by facilitating their establishment further 
out. I shall continue to use every oppor- 
tunity I can to give publicity to the ad- 
vantages of taking some office work out of 
the central areas of London. 

In this I welcome the steps taken by the 
LCC and other planning authorities to make 
advice available to industrialists and busi- 
nessmen about suitable sites and other rele- 
vant questions, and I also acknowledge the 
help of the Town and Country Planning 
Association and other agencies. 


GAOL FOR STEALING 
BUILDING MATERIALS 


End of a ‘ Dream Bungalow’ 


A _MAN who went round building sites 
stealing materials, valued at £1,271, with 
which to build a ‘dream bungalow’ was 
sent to gaol for 18 months at Leeds Quarter 
Sessions on August 7. He was Harold Green, 
aged 33, an electrician, of Fraser-street, 
Leeds, who pleaded guilty to three offences 
of stealing materials and asked for 37 similar 
offences to be taken into consideration. 

Mr. GILBERT Gray, prosecuting, said that 
from November, 1956, to May, 1958, Green 
persistently and systematically pilfered from 
various building sites in and around Leeds 
all the materials, except bricks and a bath, 
required to build a bungalow for himself. 
They included a concrete mixer, window 
frames, and radiators stolen from a newly 
completed house. 

Mr. RAYMOND Dean, for Green, said that 
since 1945 Green had been living in a slum 
area with his wife and son. 

He and his wife saved £600 and he bought 
land at West Ardsley. A building friend 
lent him drawings. Green put in the founda- 
tione and bought bricks, and then found his 
money was running out.

Yorkshire Colliery Company’s 
Housing Scheme Fails : Minister’s 
Decision 


FORMER West Riding colliery com- 

pany, Messrs. Henry Briggs, Son & 
Co. Trust, Ltd., have lost their appeal to 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment against the refusal of the Rothwell 
UDC to permit the development of 52 
acres of land at Methley, south of Mickle- 
town, for residential purposes. Since 
nationalisation, the land has not been 
needed for the housing of colliery workers 
and officials. 

The land had been bought by the com- 
pany in 1933 in connection with their 
general policy of providing houses for 
workmen and oQfficials, but as the colliery 
undertaking had now been nationalised 
they wanted to sell the land for housing 
development. They had received many 
inquiries for builders. They pointed out 
that the local authority were building on 12 
acres at Watergate, which was also in a 
proposed green belt, but the Council said 
that this development had been approved 
before the green belt proposals were formu- 
lated. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that development of the 52 acres 
would result in an extension of Mickletown 
southwards into a belt of agricultural land. 
It would also be an undesirable encroach- 
ment on the land forming part of a_pro- 
posed green belt on the south-east side of 
Leeds and would result in ribbon develop- 
ment. 

A similar appeal by the company against 
the refusal by Garforth UDC to permit the 
development of 43 acres of land at Garforth 
Cliff has also been dismissed. The land was 
said to be rural in character and of con- 
siderable scenic beauty. 


House for Nursery Refused 


[HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has refused an appeal by 
Mr. W. J. Merrett against Bagshot Rural 
Council’s decision not to.grant planning 
permission for a house at Burnside Nur- 
sery, Philpot-lane, Chobham, Surrey. 
Commenting on his decision, the Minister 
pointed out that the evidence showed the 
nursery had been managed for many years 
without a house, and permission to build 
could not be granted merely in order to 
increase the sale attractiveness of the pro- 
perty. The Minister supported the Council’s 
general policy of restricting building in the 
Metropolitan. Green Belt, and agreed that 
exceptions should be made only in very 
specia] circumstances. 


Reluctence to See ‘Extension of 
Ribboning’ 

AN appeal by Wilkinson and Houghton, 

Ltd., the Cleethorpes builders, against 
the refusal of planning permission by 
Grimsby RDC has been rejected by the 
Minister of Housing. The firm had asked 
permission to build houses, bungalows and 
roads on a l6-acre site in Wilton-road, 
Humberston, but the Minister’s letter statea 
that he was of the opinion that the draft 
Town Map makes reasonable provision for 





residential development in areas closer to 
the proposed village centre. The Minister 
states he would be reluctant to see the site 
used for housing with a consequent exten- 
sion of the ribboning of development on 
the edges of the village, while land nearer 
to the centre of the community was not 
built on. 

At the inquiry, Mr. John West, for the 
firm, said the county council had said that 
the land could be used for houses but later 
the firm was told the land was wanted for 
light industry. He contended the building 
did not constitute ribbon development. 


Business User ‘ Wrongly 
Located’ : Appeal Dismissed 


AN appeal by Brymore Settled Estates, 

Ltd., against the refusal of Croydon 
Borough Council to grant planning per- 
mission for the continued use of a shed at 
53, Warminster-road, South Norwood, for 
the storage of building materials has been 
dismissed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. 

In his report to the Minister, the Inspector 
who conducted the inquiry into the appeal 
said that it was obvious from the quantity 
of materials within the building, including 
bulky tanks and long lengths of pipe, that 
no matter how carefully they were handled 
there must be considerable noise. There 
must also be disturbance, he said, from the 
coming and going of vehicles and from the 
conversation of those engaged in the work. 

He recommended that the appeal be dis- 
missed because the business was wrongly 
located in a residential area and because the 
use of the building, even for storage pur- 
poses only, must be detrimental to the quiet 
of neighbouring residents. The Minister has 
accepted this recommendation. 


Restriction on Development 
in Shenley Village Upheld 


HE policy adopted by Elstree Rural 
District Council of restricting develop- 
ment in the village of Shenley has been 
supported by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, who has dismissed an 
appeal by Mr. D. Roubottom against the 
Council’s refusal to permit eleven bunga- 
lows to be built on the site of Shenley 
Nurseries in London-road. The need for 
houses, states the Minister, is not great 
enough to warrant encroaching upon land 
which is within the Green Belt. 

At the inquiry into the appeal it was con- 
tended on behalf of the appellant that the 
nursery could no longer be run economi- 
cally. A recent effort to sell for that pur- 
pose had failed. Although the original plan 
was for eleven bungalows, he claimed that 
eight could be built without damage to 
local amenities. As development had 
already taken place to the south the pro- 
posal would not be an intrusion into open 
land but would be on land which formed 
part of the village. He considered that 
bungalows would form a more pleasant 
boundary to the village than the present 
unsightly nursery buildings, which were fall- 
ing into decay. 

On behalf of the Council it was stated 
that their policy was to restrict post-war 
development to the triangle formed by 
London-road, Harris- and Rectory-lanes, 
with the exception of the completion of the 
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housing site adjoining the land under 
appeal. It was the planning authority’s view 
that development within the Green Belt 
should be confined to serving the needs of 
the local community or of agriculture. | 
was considered that the appeal site was not 
unsuitable for horticulture and that the 
nursery could continue to be run with a 
resident owner. 

In dismissing the appeal, the Minister 
says there is not sufficient evidence to show 
that the present use of the land as q 
nursery is uneconomic As the site is within 
the Green Belt he feels that the land must 
remain in agricultural use. 


Caravans would give ‘Unfavour- 
able Impression’ 


N appeal by Mr. P. Brown against the 

refusal of Walton and Weybridge 
(Surrey) Council to grant planning permis- 
sion for the use of land at the rear of 
Nos. 297-299 Molesey-road, Hersham, as a 
residential caravan site has been dismissed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

In his letter announcing the decision the 
Minister states: ‘The inspector points out 
that if 23 caravans were stationed on the 
site the density would be too high to be 
acceptable for a form of residential develop- 
ment. The entrance would also be too 
narrow. He takes the view that a caravan 
site, however well run, cannot fail to be 
detrimental to the amenities of neighbouring 
properties, particularly by reason of noise, 
and if the camp were permitted it would 
be difficult for the planning authority to 
refuse an application to extend it over 
adjoining land. 

He concedes that there appears to be a 
demand for accommodation by employees 
on the near-by industrial estate, but thinks 
this should be met by permanent housing. 


Rickmansworth Flats to be 
Provided with Garages: 
Appeal Allowed 


HE erection of two blocks of four 
garages on land at the west side of 
Moor-lane Crossing, Rickmansworth, which 
the Rickmansworth UDC, acting on behalf 
of the Hertfordshire CC, had refused to 
permit, has been approved by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
appeal. 

The appeal site consists of a building 
plot of about .65 of an acre on the west 
side of Moor-lane Crossing, with a frontage 
of 222 ft. and an average depth of 125 ft; 
at this point Moor-lane Crossing is 25 ft. 
wide and is unmade. A recently erected 
two-storey block of flats stands on the 
northern part of the site and the southern 
part is being prepared for another block 
to be built. It is proposed to erect eight 
lock-up garages, at the rear of the flats, to 
be approached by a 10 ft. wide accessway 
running from Moor-lane Crossing between 
the flats. 

On behalf of the appellants, Messrs. Wil- 
liam Old, Ltd., it was stated that the total 
area to be occupied by the garages would 
be 2,100 sq. ft. This was .073 of the total 
site area of 28,700 sq. ft. Each flat would 
be provided with a separate garden. Flat 
dwellers in general required very little 
garden; they were usually car owners and 
needed a lock-up garage near their flat. The

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appellants pointed out that the appeal site 

a considerable distance from any form 
of public transport other than an erratic 
bus service, and no other lock-up garages 
were available in the vicinity. Eight garages 
were proposed to serve 12 flats and this 
was considered to be the minimum provi- 
gion. The garages would cause no injury 
to the amenities of dwellings, nor would 
the view from the flats be obstructed. If, 
on the other hand, cars were parked in 
Moor-lane Crossing there would be loss of 
amenity. 

On behalf of the Council it was stated 
that permission had been refused on the 
grounds that it was not possible to obtain 
land for the erection of eight garages from 
the area of land upon which permission had 
been granted for the erection of 12 maison- 
ette-flats without reducing the land available 
to the dwellings to an unreasonably low 
standard, and that erection of the garages 
would therefore be seriously detrimental to 
the amenities of the dwellings which it was 
intended they should serve. The appeal site 
was insufficient to accommodate, in addi- 
tion to 12 flats at a density of 18.5 dwellings 
to the acre, the proposed blocks of garages; 
the provision of garages could only be 
secured at the expense of the standard of 
the residential development of the site. 

If it were not possible for the appellants 
to allocate more land to the scheme the 
Council were of the opinion that the num- 
ber of flats should be reduced to achieve a 
satisfactory standard of development. The 
erection of the brick-wall construction of 
the garages only 25 ft. away from the rear 
of the flats would reduce the amenities en- 
joyed by their occupants. The appeal site 
was a small residential pocket surrounded 
by a large industrial area. There was ade- 
quate undeveloped land near the appeal site 
where lock-up garages could conveniently 
be provided. 

The Inspector, in his report, noted that 
while the provision of eight garages on the 
site would to some extent restrict the effec- 
tive garden area of the flats a standard of 
500 sq. ft. of garden space per flat could still 
be achieved, and indeed that occupants of 
ground floor flats would have more than 
twice this area of garden per flat; he also 
noted that the surrounding area to the west 
and north was generally open. He reached 
the conclusion that in this case the con- 
venience of lock-up garages on the site to 
the flat dwellers outweighed any injury to 
amenity which they might cause. Accord- 
ingly he recommended allowance of the 
appeal. 

The Minister states that he agrees with 
the Inspector and accepts his recommenda- 
tion. Accordingly he grants permission for 
the erection of two blocks of four garages 
on the west side of Moor-lane Crossing in 
accordance with the submitted plans. 


Minister Allows Appeal for Hop 
Kiln Conversion 


THE Minister of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment has allowed an appeal by Mr 

_ ALN, Mackilligan, a furniture designer 

and manufacturer, for permission to convert 
old hop kiln at the rear of Street Farm, 
uttenham, Surrey, inte a private residence 


and a studio for designing and manufactur- 
ing furniture. 


The local planning authority refused build- 
ing permission because they classified Mr. 
Mackilligan’s work as an industry and they 
wished to prevent the establishment of new 
industries in rural areas. At a planning 
inquiry in April he claimed that his business 
was a craft and was very similar to the 
pottery works already established in Putten- 
ham. 

Although the Minister agreed generally 
with the authority’s decision that new in- 
dustry should not be permitted in the area, 
he thought that this particular case could 
not be regarded as such. The present pro- 
posal was more in the nature of a rural 
craft than a manufacturing industry in the 
generaMy accepted sense of the word. He 
did not think the proposal would detract 
from the rural character of Puttenham, and 
objections raised by neighbouring house 
owners carried little weight. 

The Minister imposed two conditions in 
allowing the appeal. The first was that no 
manufacture of furniture for wholesale 
purposes should take place on the premises; 
and second, that the ground floor should 
only be used for the ‘design and fabrica- 
tion of prototype furniture.’ 

The Minister’s decision will allow Mr. 
Mackilligan to alter the premises in accord- 
ance with submitted plan and will also allow 
him to use the ground and mezzanine floors 
as a studio, a timber store, an office and a 
showroom. The top floor will be used for 
residential purposes. 


Parking Space for Car in Front 
Garden of House 


rE refusal of Hendon Borough Council 

to permit the construction of parking 
space for a car in the front garden of a 
house in Golders Green-road, NW11, has 
been over-ruled by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on appeal. Per- 
mission had been refused by the Council 
on the grounds that ‘ the proposed develop- 
ment would form an undesirable encroach- 
ment into the front garden of this property 
and would be prejudicial to the appearance 
of the existing dwelling house and the 
amenities of the locality.’ 

The house is a double-fronted detached 
house on the south-west side of the road, 
just south of its junction with the North 
Circular-road. It is one of a group of 
about 12 similar houses, al] standing some 
25 ft. back from the road. In front of this 
house the road has a carriage-way width 
of over 30 ft. and a footway of about 14-ft. 
The garden of the house slopes upwards 
and the ground floor is some five to six feet 
above the level of the pavement. There is 
a small retaining wall some two to three 
feet high at the back of the pavement, 
which is surmounted by a privet hedge. Of 
the 12 or so houses in the road only three 
have garages, these houses being those with 
return frontages to the two roads leading 
into Golders Green-road. Opposite the 
appeal site there is a large block of flats 
erected about 20 to 30 years ago. 

On behalf of the appellant it was stated 
that the house was about 30 years old but 
had no garage; nor was there space avail- 
able for one to be built. Garage accom- 
modation was very limited in the area and 
he had to park his car on the carriage-way 
of Golders Green by day and in a side 
road at night. That type of problem had 
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been dealt with in other parts of the 
Borough, without objections from the plan- 
ning authorities, by the provision of stand- 
ing spaces for cars in the front gardens of 
houses, thus preventing any necessity for 
obstructing a public highway. In the case 
of his house the level of the front garden 
was about four to five feet above the high- 
way and it was possible to form a small 
enclosure on which to stand a car so that 
the top of the car would be hardly visible 
above the ground. Local amenities would 
not therefore be affected, and the appear- 
ance could be further improved by a screen 
of shrubs, flowers or plants. Similar 
schemes had been adopted elsewhere where 
the front gardens were above road level. 
His proposal would improve traffic condi- 
tions on an important main road by effect- 
ing the removal of a standing vehicle, and 
would obviate the necessity of parking his 
car in a side road at night. Moreover, it 
was submitted that the proposed construc- 
tion of an enclosure for a car within the 
curtilage of the dwellinghouse was per- 
mitted development within the terms of 
Class 1 (2) of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning General Development Order, 1950, and 
that the only permission required was for 
access to the highway. 

On behalf of the Council it was con- 
tended that permission was required for the 
construction of the proposed parking space, 
since it involved excavating a considerable 
portion of the front garden, the erection of 
14 in. thick retaining walls and a concrete 
floor. This work comprised constructional 
and engineering operations in and under 
land which would constitute development 
within section 12 of the Act. It could not 
be regarded as permitted development with- 
in Class 1 (2) of the First Schedule to the 
Town and Country Planning General 
Develosment Order, 1950, which related, 
inter alia, to the construction of any build- 
ing or enclosure (other than a garage) 
required for a purpose incidental to the en- 
joyment of a dwellinghouse as such. It 
would therefore appear that a structure for 
the storage of a motor vehicle was specifi- 
cally excluded. Moreover, any permitted 
development within Class 1 (2) was subject 
to the standard conditions 1 and 2. Con- 
dition 1 implied that development involving 
the formation of a means of access to a 
classified road was not permitted develop- 
ment. Planning permission was therefore 
required for the construction of the pro- 
posed parking space as well as for the 
means of access. With regard to the 
alleged provision of hardstandings in front 
gardens of houses elsewhere for the park- 
ing of vehicles, the Council were not in 
favour of such practices, but where the pro- 
perties fronted on to a district road they 
would have no power of control since no 
permission for the means of access would 
then be required. Where properties 
fronted classified or trunk roads, approval 
had only been given where the configura- 
tion of the grounds permitted the erection 
of a properly enclosed garage below ground 
level. The main objection to the appel- 
lant’s proposal was its detrimental effect on 
the amenities of the area, but it was con- 
sidered that the provision of parking space 
as proposed would not materially improve 
highway conditions; the vehicle would have 
to reverse into the roadway which, near the 
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appeal site, was on a bend and down grade 
just south of the junction with the North 
Circular Road. 

The Minister states that he has carefully 
considered all the facts of the case and the 
report of one of his officers who inspected 
the site. He is satisfied that permission for 
the whole of the proposal is required. The 
Minister sympathises with the Council in 
their desire to preserve the appearance of 
the front garden and the amenities of the 
locality generally. He accepts, however, 
that the practical difficulties of finding car 
storage space in built-up areas are such that 
their solution may justify some loss of 
amenity. He does not think that the pro- 
posal can be regarded as unreasonable and 
has therefore decided to allow the appeal.

There are also standard periods of 
growth for which space should be provided 
at the outset in new buildings. With the aid 
of these rules and standards it becomes pos- 
sible almost automatically to translate a 
development study into a_ schedule of 
requirements from which an architect can 
produce his plans. 



























Replacement Problem 


The trouble ever since the war has been 
the very large number of Post Office build- 
ings of all kinds requiring replacement. 
With building resources severely limited, the 
problem has been first to devise yardsticks 
for assessing the relative urgency of different 
needs. On this basis it has then been pos- 
sible to consider both the order of priority 
of particular schemes and also what should 
be the total size of annual Post Office build- 
ing programmes. A priority system, Mr. 
Baker explains, had to be selective in two 
ways—between building schemes for totally 
different purposes and also as a basis of 
apportioning resources between regions. All 
building schemes were grouped broadly into 
three categories of urgency—A, B and C— 
whether they were small public post offices, 
large trunk telephone exchanges, workshops 
or anything else. Standard definitions of 
priorities for each type of building are given 
in an appendix to the study, which deals not 
only with works of major importance but 
with minor extensions and adaptations. 
Increased attention is now being given to the 
other major problem of Post Office building 
—reducing costs. 

The total capital investment in new build- 
ing work (i.e., excluding maintenance but 
including adaptations, extensions and small 
jobs) has increased from £4.1m. in 1952-53 
to £8.5m. in 1956-57.

Content; A survey of uses of new materials 
jn building. Outline of the manufacture of a 
traw-based building board; demonstrations of 
jts properties. Examples of its uses ; advantages 
over other materials. 

Appraisal; Well-produced advertising film; 
treatment interesting but the fire sequences do 
not fully demonstrate the properties of the 
material. Rather too long; opening sequence, 
though entertaining, was unnecessary. Back- 
ground music at times distracting. 

Suitable for: Architects and builders. 


THe CONSTRUCTION OF CALDER HALL (F), 
16 mm. sound, b. and w. 45 mins. Britain, 
1947. Produced by Ace Films for United King- 
dom Atomic Energy Authority. Distributor:

Content; Planning and organisation of a three- 
year contract to build Britain’s first nuclear 
energy power station. Excavation and concret- 
ing of reactor foundations. Production and 
placing of high density concrete in biological 
shield. Assembly of pressure vessels. Con- 
struction of roof over reactor. Ancillary 
buildings. ‘ 

Appraisal; Details of construction well photo- 
graphed and explained but insufficient attention 
given to general planning of the film. Lack of 
an introduction to the project as a whole made 
comprehension of the individual phases difficult. 
Commentary rather fast. 

Suitable for: Civil and structural engineers 
and students of engineers and students of 
engineering. Of interest to all engineers and 
industrialists concerned with generation and 
distribution of electricity. 


THe BANANA SKIN (H), 16 mm. sound, b. and 
w. 13 mins. France, 1950. Produced by Je 
Vois Tout for French National Safety Institute. 
Distributor: Central Film Library. Bromyard- 
avenue, W3. 

Content: Some accident statistics. Typical 
accidents in the building industry. A_ safety 
officer asserts that these are not jusi ‘ bad luck ’ 
but could all have been avgided by common 
sense precautions; furthermBre, that if pre- 
cautions are not taken, sooner or later an acci- 
dent will happen. This latter point is illustrated 
by showing how somebody is bound to slip on 
a banana skin, if it is thrown on to a busy pave- 
ment. 

Appraisal: The film makes its point effectively 
by an interesting and original treatment, but is 
somewhat long in relation to the information 
given. 

Suitable for: Management, supervisors and 
workmen, especially in building industry; also 
Suitable for general audiences.

Appraisal: Well produced and interesting film 
which gives a good general description of the 
method, but not much detailed information. 

Suitable for: Local Authorities, town planners, 
architects; also suitable for lay audiences with 
an interest in housing.

Appraisal: A well produced ‘tour of the 
works’ film which is interesting and easy to 
follow. A good background film for the 
audiences stated. 

Suitable for: Architects, builders, builders’ 
merchants, students of architecture and building. 


How Dry Ror Grows (F), 16 mm. sound, 
colour, 12 mins. Britain, 1957. Produced by

Content: Conditions which encourage dry 
rot; temperature and moisture requirements ; 
lack of ventilation. Life cycle of the dry rot 
fungus from spore to production of fruit body. 
How the fungus feeds on timber and destroys 
it. Laboratory tests to show how treated timber 
resists attack. Cost of treated timber is low 
compared with cost of treatment of decay. 

Appraisal: An informative film with an in- 
teresting approach to a well-known subject. A 
well spoken commentary and good colour 
photography. Animated diagrams clear and 
helpful. Emphasis on effectiveness of sponsor’s 
product rather than on prevention of decay by 
sound constructional methods. 

Suitable for: Architects, builders, students of 
architecture and building, Local Authorities, 
householders and property owners.

Details of Courses in New Session 


Tue Brixton School of Building has issued 
its prospectus for. the 1958/9 session, which 
includes details of an architectural course 
available providing complete courses of 
study for students wishing to qualify as 
Associates of the RIBA and to become 
registered under the Architects’ (Registra- 
tion) Act. This can be taken either as a 
full-time, part-time day or evening course. 
Courses for students who intend to qualify 
as building surveyors, quantity surveyors, 
etc., are also available at the school. 

In addition, the school is offering, dur- 
ing the session, a certificate course in 
general foremanship studies for foremen 
and supervisors. This involves attendance 
on two evenings per week throughout two 
complete sessions (32 weeks each), com- 
mencing on September 22, and will be held 
at Westminster Technical College, Vincent- 
square, SW1. Entrants will be required to 
hold a City and Guilds full technological 
certificate in a building craft and an 
ordinary National Certificate in Building. 
Fee for the course. is eight guineas per 
session. 


A Preparatory Foremanship Course in- 
volving attendance on two evenings per 
week throughout the session, also com- 
mences on September 22. This is provided 
to meet the requirements of those men who 
have not the necessary technical qualifica- 
tions required for the certificate course in 
general foremanship studies. Fee for the 
course is £2 10s. Further details from 
Head of the Building Trades Department, 
Brixton School of Building, Ferndale-road, 
Sw4. 

Details of other forthcoming courses at 
the school were given in The Builder of 
August 8. 


Housing for Old People 


Doncaster Rural Council have worked out 
a scheme to ease their housing shortage, 
especially in country districts, and to provide 
housing for aged people. It is proposed to 
buy houses from old people who own their 
own homes, and to re-house them in modern 
bungalows. In addition, the surveyor is to 
prepare a scheme for flatlets with bed-sitting 
room and kitchen and shared bathrooms, to 
house aged single persons.

Essex CC’s Evidence to Royal 
Commission 


ME J. FITZGERALD, chairman of the 

General Purposes Committee of 
Essex County Council, in presenting the evi- 
dence for the Royal Commission on Local 
Government in Greater London at a meet- 
ing of the Council on July 1, explained 
broadly the Council’s approach to the 
matter. He said: ‘We consider that the 
present local government system in Essex 
has withstood successfully the burdensome 
pressures imposed on it, first by the sub- 
stantial legislation of the war years and 
immediate post-war years, and secondly, by 
the rapid growth and movements of popula- 
tion in the County, notwithstanding that 
these pressures occurred during a period of 
considerable national economic difficulty. 
The system also stood up well to the severe 
test of the disastrous floods of 1953. 

‘There is at present, therefore, a system 
which has been proved generally satisfac- 
tory by the test of actual experience and, 
before that system is fundamentally altered, 
it needs to be shown conclusively that the 
alterations will improve the services to the 
general public. 

* Nevertheless, we do not say that there 
is no room for adjustments within the exist- 
ing framework of local government in the 
County. Thus, in general we accept that 
the proposals relating to delegation to 


County. Thus, in general, we accept that - 


Local Government Bill when it becomes law 
should be applied in this area subject to 
certain reservations. 

‘Again, we suggest that County District 
Councils, as housing authorities, should 
have. conferred on them the further func- 
tion of dealing with homeless families, the 
County Council retaining concurrent res- 
ponsibility only where major disasters are 
involved. This step would simplify the 
administration of what is essentially a hous- 
ing function. We further suggest that 
County District Councils should have the 
power to spend, over and above the expen- 
diture chargeable to the County Council, 
their own money on any functions delegated 
to them, including education and health. 
This would go far to meet some of the 
criticisms which are levelled against the ex- 
isting system of delegation. 


“We also indicate in the Statement the 
willingness of the County Council to dis- 
cuss these and any other changes which the 
Royal Commission may decide should be 
examined, either with the Commission or, if 
thought, with representatives of the County 
District Councils also. 


Mr. Fitzgerald went on to emphasise the 
importance of the work of the Royal Com- 
mission to the people of Essex as a whole. 
More than half the people of Essex live in 
the review area and more than half the 
members of the Council came from that 
area. The decisions of the Royal Commis- 
sion could affect the future of all the people 
of Essex. \ 

‘The town and country areas are, and 
must surely always remain, interdependent,’ 
he said, ‘and we believe that there are very 
real sociological advantages in the present 
breadth of the County Administration and 
in the retention of the existing Administra- 


tive County as a first-tier local government 
unit. The Statement of Evidence now be- 
fore the Council, in our opinion, makes out 
a very good case for that view and we in- 
vite the Council to accept it.’

XLI.—Condemning Work 


WE have all had to condemn work 

from time to time, but it is one of 
the worst things that can happen on a 
job. If work is condemned there is 
reflection on someone. 

How does it happen that work is bad 
or wrong in the first place? It can be 
many things. As a rule, it is found to be 
that someone on the job lacked certain 
knowledge which it was the architect’s 
or builder’s responsibility to see that he 
had. Often it is stupidity, carelessness, 
lack of interest, seldom wilful, but 
nevertheless the work has to be put right. 

If work is wrongly 
built, it should be 
¢ possible to prove it 
by the drawings; if 
it is badly built, it 
can be open to dis- 
pute as ideas have 
been known to dif- 
fer on what is good 
and what is bad, and 
it is sometimes dif- 
ficult to prove. 

You must always 
be just: you cannot 
condemn unless you are able to do so 
with knowledge and assurance: then the 
foreman will respect you, but if you 
dither he will bring every excuse in the 
world forward to show how good the 
work really is. He obviously doesn’t 
want to pul] anything down if he can help 
it, firstly because his boss will want to 
know why, and secondly because he will 
have trouble with the men. 

An architect requires almost more 
knowledge of building than the builder 
_ if he is to have respect, on the 
job. 

There are other reasons why things go 
wrong and have to be condemned. Very 
often jobs don’t start right: there is 
seldom sufficient ‘get-together’ before 
the work starts. At the beginning of a 
job all the people on it are strangers; 
they may never have met before and 
there is generally a weighing-up of each 
other which might quite easily start with 
doubt and continue with distrust. Break 
this barrier down; get to know each 
other’s particular ability, and thereby you 
may well save having to condemn work. 

There is no need to get too ‘ matey.’ 
It is wonderful how friendly you can be 
without being Dick and Harry to one and 
all. It is better to start with ‘ Mister ’ and 
finish up with ‘Harry’ than the other 
way round. (This applies equally to 
clients.) 

I cannot touch on all the reasons why 
things get built wrong, but when any 
work has to be pulled down, search your 
heart and see whether it might possibly be 
your fault, whoever you may be.

Enforcement is the responsi 
bility of Traffic Area Licensing Authoritie 
several of whom have recently expresse 
concern at what they term the increasing 
disregard of the law, and reports frog 
different parts of the country indicate 
a stricter watch is being kept for suq 
offences, with increasingly severe penalties, 
A Licensing Authority is empowered by 
the 1933 Road and. Rail Traffic Act t 
institute proceedings in a magistrates’ cour 
or, if'it is thought fit, to call a public inquiry 
at which an offender’s carrier’s licence may 
be suspended or revoked. It is a measur 
of the seriousness with which some authori 
ties regard the situation that not only ar 
prosecutions increasing, but the latter powe 
is ‘being invoked for these offences for th 
first time. 












































































































































































Vehicles Suspended 


One of several recent cases was an inquiry 
instituted by the Metropolitan Licensing 
Authority, at which three firms operating 
under either B or C licences had vehicles 
suspended for periods of from three to 
seven weeks. Each was stated to have had 
two or more convictions. In a general 
statement the authority’s spokesman said 
that he would seriously consider instituting 
a similar inquiry whenever an operator had 
been twice convicted. 

Suspension of a carrier’s licence may, of 
course, be a more serious penalty than a 
fine, as the owner is denied the use of th 
vehicle or vehicles concerned during the 
period of the ban. 

Drivers’ hours are governed by Section 
19 of the 1930 Road Traffic Act, and the 
keeping of records by Section 16 of the 
1933 Road and Rail Traffic Act. 





















































































IRON ORE MIXED CONCRETE 
Uses Against Atomic Radiation 


IRON-ORE CONCRETE, i.e., concrete mixed 
with iron ore instead of stone in order to 
increase the volume/weight and thereby th 
protection against radiation, has been used 
to a large extent in Sweden’s new atomic 
research station at Studsvik, south of Stock: 
holm. The station is now in its second 
building stage. Concrete of this type has 
been used for the 90 cm. thick basement 
flooring in the hall housing the R2 research 
reactor and for the 180 cm. thick walls of 
the reactor pool, which is 9 metres high. 

The reactor building proper, which is 24 
metres high, has a framework of prestressed 
concrete pillars and girders. The walls 
between the pillars, 18 cm. thick, have been & 
moulded with sliding forms, the exterior in- 
sulation being 10 cm. mineral wool mats 
and the cladding corrugated light-metal 
sheets. Contractors for the building of the

Drying Room Installation 


ENTILATORS and acoustic tiles are 
manufactured from specially hardened 
plaster which are cast into shape from rubber 
oulds in a very wet condition. Difficulty, 
Hue to slowness of natural drying, was being 
experienced in meeting the demands for 
ospitals, halls and office construction. The 
ain product, a ceiling tile, contains when 
ast approximately 6 lb. of water which has 
0 be evaporated. Very fast drying, how- 
ever, would be detrimental and it was felt 

hat this could be overcome by applying 
forced air convection in a drying room. A 

ew building under construction was selected 

or this purpose, the main drying room meas- 

uring 40 ft. long by 30 ft. wide. At a height 

of 8 ft. a false ceiling was constructed of 
Asbestolux ’ sheeting with a 1-in. ‘ Rocksil’ 

Quilt; a good insulated ceiling was thus 
obtained. The quantities of air for recircu- 
lation can be varied by the operation of 
dampers. Economy in the use of fuel and 


control of drying can be achieved by the 
manipulation of these dampers throughout 
the drying period, which is calculated to 
take 48 hours. 

The drying room will hold 1,000 tiles, 
which are dried at a maximum temperature 
of 90°F. The plant will create 20 air changes 
per hour during the first 24 hours of the 
drying period, this rate being reduced on 
the second day as drying progresses. The 
heating unit has a 21-in. diameter fan. Be- 
tween the fan and the heater is a gauze filter. 
The gas air heater is direct heated, having 
a burner fitted with all metal luminous 
jets giving maximum output of 180,000 
B.Th.Us. per hour. The gas pressure is con- 
trolled by a standard governor, while a mag- 
netic gas valve, wired in series with the 
motor, provides against fan failure. Com- 
bustion safeguard equipment consists of a 
thermo-electric device. Temperature control 
is by an adjustable rod type thermostat in 
the outlet trunking connected to a relay valve 
on the gas supply. This installation was de- 
signed by the North Thames Gas Board. 
The air heating unit and trunking was manu- 
factured and installed by Harris Engineering 
Co. Ltd. Insulating ceiling material (manu- 
factured by Cape Asbestos Co. Ltd.) was 
supplied and fixed by Harrison (Builders’ 
Merchants) Ltd. This installation is in the 
factory of Dextroplast Limited, Abridge, 
Essex. 


Aluminium Handrailing 


A handrailing of extruded aluminium 
stanchions is being produced by the 
Northern Aluminium Co., Ltd., Banbury, 
Oxon. It is claimed that the railing once 
erected needs almost no maintenance and 
need not be painted.

TRUST 


Tenants’ ‘Extremely Reasonable’ 
Reaction to Higher Rents 


[HE annual report of the Sutton Dwellings 

Trust for the year 1957 includes an 
article on ‘The Problem of Rents’ in which 
the Trustees recount the various forms of 
control to which they have been and are 
subject in the matter of rents. The Trust 
deed itself refers to an annual return of 24 
per cent. on the capital outlay, but the low 
rents charged in 1939 produced a return of 
only 1} per cent. The Rent* Acts pegged 
these low rents (with minor exceptions) until 
1954 when the Trust’s dwellings, in common 
with many others belong to other housing 
trusts and societies, ceased to be subject to 
the Acts. Many of the dwellings are, how- 
ever, still subject to rent control as a condi- 
tion of the subsidies receivable -in respect 
of them under the various Housing Acts. 

Net rents were increased by an average of 
3s. 9d. a week in 1955 and 2s. 11d. a week 
in 1957 or, in some cases, 1958, making a 
total average increase of 6s. 8d. a week. The 
bulk of the total increases fall within the 
range of 2s. 6d. and 10s. 11d. These figures 
exclude increases on account of rates and 
water. The consequential increased revenue 
has restored the net annual return (which 
had fallen to nil) to the equivalent of 1} 
per cent. of the capital outlay, the same per- 
centage as obtained in 1939. 

The Trustees compare the increases with 
the increases which have taken place in 
family incomes. The net rent of a three- 
bedroomed house at Hull has increased from 
6s. 9d. to 13s. 6d., an increase of 100 per 
cent. A typical family taking up a tenancy 
in 1939 had an income of £3 5s. The corres- 
ponding figure today is £11 1s. 10d., an in- 
crease of 241 per cent. For an old-person’s 
flat at Salford the corresponding percentages 
are 87 and 271. The current figures apply 
to newly-selected tenants who are subject to 
low income test on admission, Many sitting 
tenants with adolescent and grown-up 
children still at home undoubtedly have 
larger total family incomes. 

The Trustees say that a good proportion 
of the tenants, at least, recognised the in- 
adequacy of the rents before they were in- 
creased and that the reaction of the tenants 
as a whole was extremely reasonable. Con- 
sidering the financial leeway to be made up 
the process of recovery has gone through so 
far much more smoothly than was expected. 

The capital fund of the Trust now amounts 
to £4,735,213. The gross annual income in 
1957, including interest on investments 
(£60,892) was £392,513. The surplus on the 
dwellings revenue account was £43,702, 
equal to 0.94 per cent. on the capital outlay, 
and on the operations of the Trust as a 
whole £52,568. 

The number of dwellings erected or under 
construction is 8,066, contained in estates as 
far apart as London and Plymouth in the 
south, and Newcastle upon Tyne in the 
north. 

The Trust have also provided 12 institutes 
and sports pavilions on the estates, 11 tennis 
courts, and various other recreational ameni- 
ties. A village hall for the old people is 
being erected at Miles Mitchell Village, 
Crowhill, Plymouth. The Trust also owns 
62 lock-up shops and 61 lock-up garages.

PoLice-ScT. Cecit James said he haj 
tested the mirrors on the lorry and found 
they were well-placed. ‘ Immediately behini 
the lorry there is a blind spot,’ he added 

The lorry driver, Mr. A. E. SCARBOROUGH, 
said he was delivering cement, and had to 
reverse about 100 yards down a site roadway 
to unload it. ‘It is rough, and as you ar 
backing the lorry tilts about,’ he said. When 
backing he did not look out of the cab 
window, but relied entirely on mirrors o 
either side of the lorry. 

‘I was going very slowly—you could walk 
faster than I was travelling—and only 
stopped half-way down because I saw1 
man shouting to me from some steel ban 
piled at the side of the roadway,’ he added, 

The Coroner, Mr. R. I. MILNg, said this 
was the third fatal accident which he had 
inquired into at this building site. Neither 
of the other two had involved lorries. He 
added: ‘As recently as 1903, motor 
vehicles on the highway had to be pre 
ceded by a man with a red flag. It may 
seem appropriate that the same sort of re 
gime is what might be installed here.’ 

The jury, without retiring, recorded 1 
verdict of accidental death. 



























































































































































































































































After Quigley’s death, 1,200 building 
workers at the site struck because of a dis 
pute over the appointment of a safety 
officer. Most of them returned to work on 
August 1, and the remainder—steel fixers— 
returned on August 6, accepting a report 
of the Civil Engineering Construction Cor 
ciliation Board, which is to cenvene a meet 
ing of both parties.

An Introduction to Prestressed Concrete 


THIRD CANTOR LECTURE AT ROYAL SOCIETY OF ARTS 


The Royal Society of Arts recently sponsored three Cantor lectures at John 
Adam-street, WC2. These were presented by Mr. G. W. Kirkland, MBE, MICE, 
MiStructE. Extracts from the third lecture, delivered on April 28, are published 
below by kind permission of the. Society. The first and second papers were published 
in The Builder on June 13 and 27 respectively. 


FREYSSINET'S success in using pre- 

stressing methods for remedial work 
at Le Havre established his system and 
proved the ability of prestressed concrete 
to perform a specific duty at the Ocean 
Terminal. In other countries many 
engineers have had their first introduc- 
tion to prestressed concrete through the 
need to carry out remedial works due to 
one cause or another. I am certain that 
those who have learned to use prestressed 
concrete in this way have become 
amongst the greatest enthusiasts for the 
technique. 

In due course opportunities presented 
themselves to design in prestressed con- 
crete, many engineers seized these 
chances, and a number of remarkable 
structures have resulted. Publicity given 
to a successful undertaking inevitably 
leads to inquiries from other potential 
users, and we may be glad that the archi- 
tectural profession has not been back- 
ward in exploring and making use of this 
medium of construction. Its adoption on 


many projects has frequently necessitated. 


new methods of solution for some con- 
ventionally solved problems; and in 
building work, site progress has in many 
cases been considerably improved due to 
the necessity for prior investigation and 
progress planning to suit prestressed 
concrete techniques, as opposed to the 
acceptance of some itimeworn conven- 
tional make-shift, a sin of which I fear 
many of us present have at some time 
been guilty. 


Preplanning for Services’ 


A typical example of these features is 
the need for the preplanning of all ser- 
vices due to the undesirability of cutting 
away concrete which has been prestres- 
sed. On a fully prestressed floor it is no 
longer the best solution to cut a hole in 
the slab for a lighting conduit with the 
consequential waste of effort required 
from the following trades to make it good. 
Instead, advanced planning allows fittings 
and services to be located in their proper 
places in a building during the carcase 
stage. Other improvements in construc- 
tion methods have resulted, speeding con- 
struction time and cheapening overall 
costs. 

Mr. Kirkland then went on to show 
examples of some of the various struc- 
tures carried out in prestressed concrete, 
his first being Langstone Bridge in 
Hampshire. This bridge connects 
Hayling Island with the mainland. The 
structure which preceded the new bridge 
was of timber and had been built in 1824. 
Due to decay of the original timber piles, 
it had been stiffened with brick and con- 
crete casings to each bent. Progressive 
deterioration led to reclassification of the 
safe load-carrying capacity, and in 1950 
It was decided to build a new bridge. 


Designs in structural steel, reinforced 
concrete and prestressed concrete were 
considered, and prestressed concrete in 
conjunction with reinforced concrete was 
selected. 

The bridge was a multi-span structure: 
29 spans of 32 ft., with a double bent of 
7 ft. span, introduced either side of the 
five central spans. The bridge deck was 
formed of precast post-tensioned beams 
of near rectangular section, the beam 
sides being tapered to facilitate grouting. 
These beams were each post-tensioned 
with two Macalloy bars of ~ in. diameter; 
one end of each slab fixed to the capping 
beam by stainless steel dowels with felt 
collars, while the other end was bedded 
on bituminised felt. Parapet beams were 
of similar construction and were connec- 
ted to the deck through reinforced con- 
crete paving sabs which housed ducts 
for the services crossing the bridge. 
Transverse post-tensioning was used to 
ensure the deck beams acted as an 
isotropic slab. Sixteen cables of 12 0.2 in. 
wires and Freyssinet anchorages were 
used for this purpose. 


The Pontchartrain Bridge 


The next bridge to be illustrated was 
the Lake Pontchartrain Bridge sited in 
the New Orleans area of Louisiana, USA, 
which was entirely a water crossing, con- 
structed at a cost of $30m. in order to 
achieve a mileage saving of some 150 
miles, the alternative route bordering the 
Lake. It was remarkable in that the con- 
tractors erected a lakeside pre-tensioning 
plant at a cost of some $6m. to produce 
the materia] required in the bridge. 

This was a point to be seriously borne 
in mind when odious comparisons in 
either direction were made between the 
United States and Britain. Our geo- 
graphical location was such that a similar 
project would be inconceivable here, 
while should a _ prestressed Channel 
Tunnel ever become a possibility, he was 
certain our engineers would handle the 
problem in a similar manner, with site 
production. 

The bridge involved the manufacture 
of almost 5,000 prestressed concrete 
cylinder piles of an average length of 
88 ft. Pile segments 16 ft. long were pre- 
fabricated by spinning, incorporating 12 
longitudinal cores. Segments were con- 
nected together with high strength mortar 
joints and post-tensioned, and were taken 
from the stockpile by barge to the site 
where they were positioned by a template 
and driven home. The capping beams 
are reinforced concrete, precast but not 
prestressed, and they incorporate a pro- 
jecting cage of reinforcement located 
within the core of each pile and cast in. 

The bridge deck was remarkable. 
Apart from the centre bascule spans, it 
comprises 2,235 spans of 56 ft. four-lane 
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traffic way, plus pavements and curbs. 
Each span, comprising seven longitudinal 
beams and finished surfaced road slab, 
was erected on the prepared supports as 
a completed entity outside the lakeside 
works. Each deck element functions 
independently and is separated from its 
neighbour by a two-inch wide gap. The 
concrete strength specified at stress trans- 
fer was 3,000 pounds per square inch as 
compared with our usual 4,000 pounds. 
The bridge was completed in 19 months, 
four months ahead of schedule. 

From bridges Mr. Kirkland passed to 
buildings, and the first example of these 
shown was the new Printing Works at 
Debden, Essex, constructed for the Bank 
of England. The main building was 
some 800 ft. long by approximately 
300 ft. wide, and it is mostly of two- 
storey construction. The main production 
Hall comprised 22 identical bays of 
arched beam and shell roof with vertical 
north-light glazing. The arches were 
formed of precast concrete elements of 
about five tons weight each, these being 
assembled and post-tensioned; while the 
shell roofs connecting the arches were 
cast in situ. 

A smaller production hall and a 
number of ancillary structures composed 
the whole project, some of which were 
prestressed concrete while other parts 
were of reinforced concrete. 

A more conventional office structure 
erected for purposes of administration at 
Shell Haven for the Shell Refining 
Marketing Co., Ltd., was also shown. 
This building was three storeys high, 294 
feet long, and 43 feet wide. There were 
no internal columns in the building, and 
thus complete freedom for internal 
planning was possible. The wall frames 
comprised precast reinforced concrete 
columns at 6 feet 8 inch-centres cast in 
pairs, complete with three cill beams 
and three edge beams, each of which pro- 
jected half a bay beyond the column, 
and these were connected to similar pro- 
jections on the adjoining bay.- Reinforce- 
ment projects from the edge beams to tie 
into the in situ part of the floor slab. The 
floors were: supported on pre-tensioned 
concrete beams of inverted ‘ Tee’ section, 
placed at 3 feet 4 inch-centres, and 
permanent shuttering to support the in 
situ. floor concrete is of corrugated 
asbestos sheets resting on wood strips 
which were bolted to the beams. 


Prestressed Reservoirs 


Mr. Kirkland went on to say that due 
to the high density of prestressed concrete 
and the continuous compression to. which 
it was subjected, it became an ideal 
medium for water-retaining structures. 
One of the most interesting examples was 
that of the prestressed concrete dome at 
Allt-Na-Lairige in Scotland. The 
reservoir formed by the dome would 
impound 800 million gallons of water. 
The dome was 1,360 ft. long and had a 
maximum height of 73 ft. 

Vertical chases were formed in the 
concrete and tied to an anchored bulb of 
concrete some distance into the rock 
strata. The dome was of much more 
slender construction than would normally 
be the case for a water-retaining struc- 
ture of this magnitude, and the Lee- 
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McCall system of prestressing was used 
throughout. 


A number of prestressed concrete 
tanks had been constructed, he said, and 
he illustrated one of the five tanks com- 
pleted at the Palliser Works of the British 
Periclase Co., for the Ministry of Supply. 
Two of them, with a capacity of two 
million gallons each, were claimed to be 
the first to be constructed. in this country 
in prestressed concrete. The Magnel- 
Blaton system of prestressing was 
employed. The walls of the tanks varied 
from 114 inches at the base to 6 inches 
thick at the top, being stepped back in 
eight equal steps approximately 4 feet 
apart. The prestressing wires were then 
placed around the tanks. 


Entering into another field of engineer- 
ing the Television Tower constructed at 
Stuttgart, in Germany was shown. The 
overall height of this tower was 695 ft. 
from the ground to the top of the steel 
antenna which Was 167 ft. 4 in. in height. 
While the tower: itself had been construc- 
ted in normal reinforced concrete, the 
foundation was prestressed and comprised 
two frustum-shaped shells of opposite 
inclinations, which were joined together 
below the shaft at ground level and 
varied in thickness from 11 inches to 22 
inches. Two column ties were provided, 
one in the upper part and one in the lower 
part, the first linking the apexes of the 
cones and the lower the base of the cones. 
The lower tie formed part of the founda- 
tion proper, and this was the portion that 
was prestressed. 


Artificial Aggregates 


Concluding the illustrated part of his 
lecture, Mr. Kirkland said: ‘We are 
advised by the Geological Survey 
Authorities that at the present rate of 
consumption the natural gravel resources 
of this country will be fully consumed 
within the next 20 years. The amount of 
concrete work in hand and likely to pro- 
ceed during this period will probably be 
at a rate in excess of the current rate of 
consumption, so that as the material 
becomes less readily available its price 
is sure to increase, and engineers will use 
more crushed stone and man-made 
aggregates.’ 


A number of artificial aggregates 
would shortly be available, and these— 
some designed on expanded and burnt 
clays, some on clinker, etc.—would be 
lighter in weight than the conventional 
aggregate. The future needs of industry 
seemed to indicate the development of 
future artificial aggregates having par- 
ticularly high strength values. Some 
experiments have been carried out in this 
country in the use of light-weight aggre- 
gates, but at the moment local authorities 
are reluctant to give consent to the con- 
struction of prestressed concrete work 
which uses these materials. Improve- 
ments which we are bound to see in the 
near future should overcome the difficul- 
ties now being placed in the way of their 
use. 

Another material which might con- 
tribute considerably to the future of pre- 
stressed concrete was high tensile glass 
fibre, introduced to take the place of steel. 
All efforts made up to now for using glass 


as normal reinforcement have failed, due 
to the low modulus of elasticity in glass 
as compared with that of steel. In pre- 
stressed concrete conditions were dif- 
ferent. 

Another future field of use for pre- 
stressed concrete appeared to lie in the 
Air Rail proposed to serve London Air- 
port from the centre of London. The 
scheme which had been placed before the 
authorities envisaged the use of a precast

INQUIRY 
Granolithic Pavings 

Q.—In view of the present-day controversy 
as to the best method of laying granite, i.e. 
wet and trowelled to a good finish, or, dry 
using a roller and the top half very wet, can 
you advise me of your recommendations for 
laying granite flooring and the correct aggre- 
gate together with suggested expansions, etc. 

: G. M. 

A.—As no specific items are asked for it 
is assumed that a general recommendation 
is required. . 

The most suitable recommendation for the 
laying of granite paving is to surface the top 
of the concrete, whilst it is being placed, to 
a thickness of 3in. and then trowel to a 
closed surface. If the granite is placed in 
this way the surplus water is soon absorbed 
into the concrete. Where this is not possible, 
and the base is already in position, the base 
must be perfectly clean and free from grease 
or loose material. On the day previous to 
the granite being laid the base should be 
well brushed with clean water and a residue 
of water left on the surface. 


The gauge for the granite should be com- 
posed of 24 parts of tin-tin, no dust, graded 
granite chippings, to one part of Portland 
cement. The thickness of the granite, on a 
pre-laid base, should be an average ltin. 
for it should be remembered that many 
failures are due to the material not being 
able to withstand its own weight. Before 
laying the granite note if there are any con- 
structional joints in the base, if so, make the 
joints in the paving to correspond where pos- 
sible with these joints, thus relieving tension 
on the hard surface. 

The size of the bays to be laid should not 
be greater than 10ft. Oin. x 10ft. Oin. to mini- 
mise the spread and lift at the edges, as the 
pavings contract during the drying out 
period. If expansion strips are to be used 
these may be of ebonite, brass, or plastic 
PVC. It is generally left to the layer to 
decide if he wishes to place the expansion 
strips in first or during the laying. When lay- 
ing the paving alternate bays should be laid. 

For the consistency of the mix there are 
two methods that can be adopted: 1. The 
mix should contain only sufficient water to 
be able, when squeezed in the hand, to re- 
tain its form. 2. A dry mix is first laid to a 
thickness of lin. and the top layer of a mix 
as above is then spread over. This may be a 
little more wet according to the base layer. 

Before the granite is placed into position, 
a cement grout is applied to the base, keep- 
ing about 4ft. in front of the lay. The granite 
should be well tamped down with a stout 
straight edge at least 14in. thick by 6in. wide. 
In the case of the second method, a roller 
can be used to close in the surface when firm. 

The trowelling should be carefully con- 
trolled or the cement will be brought to the 
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surface, leaving the base weak. With ex. 
cessive trowelling the cement will be ‘ killed’ 
causing a dusty surface at an early stage, 

The time to trowel the granite for the 
final finish is one of experience but there 
should be no water on the surface of the 
granite when this is carried out. Do not use 
dryers to remove surplus water and only lay 
the amount of granite that can be finished on 
the day of laying. Do not trowel the granite 
the following day. 

The tendency with all granite is to over 
trowel and this should be avoided at all 
stages. The finish to the surface should bea 
well closed surface rather than a polished 
one, and this is where a roller, used with 
skill, can consolidate the material. The 
granite should not be allowed to dry out too 
rapidly and should be kept damp or lightly 
sprayed during the following 48 hours of the 
finishing. 

The inclusion of hardeners and setting 
agents, used as per instructions, all improve 
the workability of the mix, as will the in- J 
clusion of rapid hardening cements, to 
give the operative the opportunity to produce 
a good finish. G. K. H. 


Loss of Development Value 

Q.—Would you give us your opinion as 
to whether we have any case or compensa- 
tion against the local authority in the follow- 
ing case. 

On August 28, 1947, we submitted plans to 
erect offices and garages on a site, which 
were approved. Unfortunately a building lic- 
ence could not be obtained and so the pro- 
ject could not go on. We were thus forced to 
purchase a block of existing offices. Subse- 
quently we required warehouse space and 
submitted plans for the erection of a ware- 
house and offices on this site. These were 
not approved because the local authority 
considered that the road fronting the site was 
too busy to have lorries entering and leaving 
the building. The objection is of course re- 
stricting the use of the site considerably. 

We are again endeavouring to develop the 
site with offices, but still there is reluctance 
on the part of the local authority to approve.

A.—I assume that the application to erect 
offices and garages dated August 28, 1947, 
was made under the town planning legis- 
lation then in force, and the local authority’s 
approval was in the form of a grant of plan- 
ning permission. In that case, the permission 
will be a valid one for the purposes of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947: see 
section 77 of that Act. Prima facie, there- 
fore, that permission is still in force and the 
owners of the land can act upon it. If so, it 
will not be necessary to claim compensation. 

As regards the refusal of permission for 
the erection of warehouse and offices, com- 
pensation can be obtained if the owners of

by the British Standards Institution as 
BS 1000. 

The 40-page publication, price 15s., con- 
tains the full classification schedules for 
building, with appropriate cross-references 
to the civil engineering and architecture 
sections (624/628 and 72 respectively) which 
will be issued shortly. 

The schedules have been carefully revised 
and brought up to date from the earlier 
international editions in French and German 
with the valuable help of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, the Architectural 
Association, the Ministry of Works library 
staff, and of individual architects and other 
experts both in this country and abroad. 

The classification has been developed and 
revised in close collaboration ‘with the 
International Building Classification Com- 
mittee (IBCC), a joint committee of the 
Fédération Internationale de Documentation 
(FID) and the Conseil International pour 
le Batiment (CIB), to whose ABC (selection 
schedule) for Architects, Builders and Civil 
engineers the full English tables of BS 1000 
(69) will form an indispensable complemen- 
tary schedule. 

For libraries and information services in 
the building field (for example, those 
attached to Building Trade and Technical 
Schools and Colleges) and for architects’ 
offices, this schedule should provide an 
answer to the difficult problems of filing 
and retrieving the ever-increasing volume of

_ Sampling and Examinatien of 
Bituminous Mixtures for Roads and 
Buildings (BS 598 : 1958) 


EARLIER editions of this British Standard 
dealt exclusively with road materials; 
but the 1950 edition was also extensively 
used — with some modification— by those 
concerned with maastic asphalt flooring and 
rooting materials, etc. Hence the necessity 
for the present revised publication, the 


scope of which has been widened to include 
the sampling and examination of bituminous 
road materials and building material. The 
price of the new edition is 12s. 6d. 

There are now six methods for the deter- 
mination of tar or bitumen content, all being 
of equal importance. For completeness, 
now that requirements for building asphalts 
are included, the recognised hardness num- 
ber test for mastic asphalt and pitch mastic 
is also specified. The standard stresses the 
importance of correct sampling at the works 
or site, and of ensuring that the portions 
actually tested are representative of the 
whole sample sent to the laboratory. 

Although the results obtained when test- 
ing recovered bitumen need to be interpreted 
with great care, it has been considered 
desirable to retain the tentative method for 
the recovery of soluble bitumen in order 
to ensure the use of a standardised pro- 
cedure. The Pat stain test has also been 
retained in order that, where a test of this 
nature is required, it shall be performed in 
a standardised manner. 


The New Standard for Continuously 
Hot-dipped Galvanised Plain Steel 
Sheet and Coil (BS 2989 : 1958) 


THE new Standard for continuously hot- 
dipped galvanised plain steel sheet and coil 
(BS 2989: 1958) specifies six classes of 
galvanised plain steel sheet and coil thinner 
than 0.118 in. with a maximum width of

COSTS OF DEFENDING AN ACTION 
From a Legal Correspondent 


A CASE of particular interest to builders 

because it was concerned with the 
costs of a building contract was recently 
decided in the Court of Appeal and reported 
as Hanak v. Green. 


The plaintiff, a widow, had bought a house 
from the defendant, a builder, wao agreed 
to do certain works detailed in the specifica- 
tion and amounting to £800. Certain extra 
work was ordered and the initial work was 
not finished to time. Finally, after disagree- 
ment, the plaintiff commenced proceedings 
in the county court in respect of 37 items of 
work for which she claimed damages 
amounting to £266 14s. for failure to com- 
plete items of work or properly to complete 
them. 


The defendant agreed to accept some of 
these items totalling £19 2s. as valid, and in 
turn counterclaimed for extra work ordered 
and done, for loss caused when the plaintiff 
refused access to the defendant’s workmen 
and finally because the plaintiff had thrown 
away certain of the defendant’s workmen’s 
tools. 


The three claims respectively amounted to 
£95 15s. 10d., £18 2s. 3d. and £3 Os. 9d. The 
case was referred by the county court judge 
to a chartered accountant, who allowed 16 
items of the plaintiff's claim totalling 
£110 7s. 6d. while of the three items above 
claimed he allowed the defendant in total 
£84 19s. 3d. When the county court judge 
disallowed one item and reduced the plain- 
tiffs claim to £74 17s. 6d. this resulted in 
a balance of £10 Is. 9d. being due to the 
defendant. 


The question then arose as to the basis 
for costs. The county court judge had 
decided that the claim and counterclaim were 


to be treated separately and the result was, 
that each side received costs in respect of its 
successful claim while a special decision was 
made that the costs of the reference to the 
architect should be met half by the plaintiff 
and half by the defendant. But the court of 
appeal had no hesitation in finding that the 
defendant’s counterclaim could be treated as 
an equitable set off and therefore the claim 
and counterclaim were considered together. 


As a result the builder who was the defen- 
dant being the successful party received costs 
on the claim and on the counterclaim for 
£10 1s. 9d. on the scale suitable to that sum 
while the costs of the reference to the archi- 
tect were to be borne equally between the 
two. In reaching this decision the court fol- 
lowed an earlier case relating to builders, 
namely Young v. Kitchen decided in 1878, 
where the position was in some way reversed. 


In this case the assignees of the builders 
as plaintiffs claimed a sum of money for 
erecting certain buildings and the defendants 
pleaded as a set off that the builders had 
been late in erecting buildings and had done 
defective work and this was allowed as a 
set off against the claim. The difference be- 
tween a set off and a counterclaim was ex- 
plained by Morris, L. J., in Hanak v. Green 
by reference to the judgment of Cockburn, 
C. J., in Stooke v. Taylor: ‘ that in the case 
of a set off the existence and the amount of 
a set off must be taken to be known to a 
plaintiff who should give credit for it in his 
action against the defendant.’ He pointed 
out that that reasoning did not apply to a 
counterclaim which to all intents and pur- 
poses is an action by the defendant against 
the plaintiff and in which the claims are 
not confined to debts or liquidated damages.

*‘ House Prices Levelling Off’ 


THe Co-operative Permanent Building 
Society’s latest ‘Occasional Bulletin’ 
reports that the levelling off of second-hand 
house prices which started in 1957 con- 
tinued into 1958. During the first six months 
of this year prices of houses sold for 
amounts up to £2,500 were unchanged and 
houses sold for over £2,500 were priced at 
less than 2 per cent. higher. An overall 
index incorporating all types of property 
shows an increase in prices of only one per 
cent. over the last eighteen months. The 
Bulletin states that house building costs 
rose during the first six months of 1958 by 
about one per cent. This was attributable 
to an increase in the cost of labour and 
would have been greater but for a fall in 
the prices of materials used in house build- 
ing. 


£4m. Housing Contract 


Milton Hindle, Ltd., of Preston, have won 
the contract for the first phase of a £4m. 
development scheme for coal miners at 
Peterlee. The project is on behalf of the 
Peterlee Development Corporation, County 
Durham. The full scheme is to build 3,000 
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houses and bungalows to a new design with- 
in the next five years. Phase one of the 
scheme is for 218 flats, semi-detached and 
terraced houses and 43 garages. There will 
eventually be special three-storey detached 
houses for executives, semi-detached and 
other types for workers and terraced bunga- 
lows for old people. All are expected to 
be occupied on a rental basis. All roofs 
will be single-pitch, covered with water- 
proof membranes laid on layers of bitu- 
mastic felting. Many houses will have 
electric under-floor heating, and about a 
third of most outside elevations will be of 
timber panelling.

Suspension of Duty on Iron 
and Steel Products 


UNnpER the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 10), (No. 12) and (No. 16) Orders, 1957, 
the import duties on a wide range of iron 
and steel products, state the Board of Trade, 
are suspended until September 18 next.

AUSTRALIA.—Sloan Construction Pty. 
Ltd., of Perth, is constructing the new head- 
quarters building of the Australian Broad- 
casting Commission jin Adelaide-terrace, 
Perth. Sloan’s tender price of £648,705 was 
announced by Works Minister Fairhall in 
Canberra recently. The time allotted for 
building of five storey structure is 2} years.

CANADA.—in Ontario an agreement 
between the federal government and the 
provincial government of Saskatchewan has 
been made for the joint financing of an 
$182m. project. This calls for the erection 
of a dam, accounting for about half the total 
cost, to hold back the waters of the South 
Saskatchewan River for purposes of irriga- 
tion and hydro-electric power. . . . Two 
Dutch industrialists from South Africa are 
planning to build a steel fabricating and 
erecting plant in Saltfleet Township, near 
Hamilton, Ontario. 


CANADA .—tThe first phase of the $50m. 
Bramalea project, Canada’s first satellite 
city, to be built in Chinguacousy. Town- 
ship, will be started this year. This includes 
the development of an industrial part and 
two residential areas of 750 and 621 houses. 
The building of the city, which will eventu- 
ally house some 50,000 people, is under the 
supervision of the Bramalea Consolidated 
Development, Ltd., a company formed by 
Close Brothers, Ltd., British bankers, and 
Toronto business men. Public utilities, 
properties and landscaping required for the 
project will take 15 years to complete. On 
the 750-house area of Phase One, the 
emphasis will be on low-cost homes which 
will be completed in 1959. Fully-serviced 
industrial sites will be available before the 
end of 1958. The industrial park will cover 
230 of the 500 acres. Title to 5,058 acres 
has been acquired by the company and 
negotiations covering the purchase of an 
additional 3,000 acres are under way... . 
Mack Trucks of Canada, Ltd., have an- 
nounced the construction, in Toronto, of a 
$1m. branch truck sales-service centre and 
executive offices. The new headquarters 
will contain some 55,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space for executive offices, service garage, 
parts warehouse, showroom and dining 
room. The company have also purchased 
land in Three Rivers, Quebec, as a possible 
sight for an assembly plant. .. . The Toronto 
Transit Commission hopes to begin in 
November the construction of a second 
Toronto tube railway, the costliest single 
construction project ever undertaken by a 
Canadian municipality. The 10.8 mile 
tube, expected to cost nearly $200m., got 
the final approval from the Metropolitan 
Toronto executive when hopes of federal 
and provincial aid for the project were 
abandoned. The Commission chairman, 






Mr. Allan Lamport, announced = an 
immediate start on an $8m. project to clear 
underground services from a spur line to 
the east-west route. Target date for full 
completion of the tube is 1968. The tube 
is planned as an addition to the present one 
which runs 4.6 miles along north-south 
Yonge-street. . . . Construction at the site of 
Canada’s first atomic power station is 
expected to be resumed shortly, it is an- 
nounced by Atomic Energy of Canada, Ltd., 
Canadian General Electric Co., Ltd., and 
Ontario Hydro, the three partners in the 
project. Known as NPD (Nuclear Power 
Demonstration) the plant will produce 
20,000kW of electricity that will be fed into 
Ontario’s Hydro’s power distribution sys- 
tem when the station goes into operation 
in 1961. 

Work on the site was stopped last year to 
allow important technological advances to 
be incorporated in the design of the station’s 
reactor. ... A $ilm. housing development 
planned for the riverside area of Medicine 
Hat, Alberta, will provide 70 houses. .. .

Local 
authorities have built 69.2 per cent. and 
Scottish Special Housing Association 10.2 
per cent. The remaining 7.5 per cent. are 
accounted for by new towns (4.0 per cent.), 
Government Departments (3.2 per cent.) 
and housing associations (0.3 per cent.). 


‘Houses under construction at the end of 
June totalled 31,515, a decrease of about 
4,500 compared with the same date last year. 
All types of house building agencies, except 
new towns, shared in the decrease. 

The report contains a table showing the 
number of houses built since the war 
according to their size. Four-apt. houses 
are the largest single group, accounting for 
48.2 per cent. of the total. Three-apt. houses 
account for 42.5 per cent. and five-apt. for 
4.4 per cent. One- and two-apt. houses 
account for 1.3 per cent. and 3.6 per cent., 
respectively. 

At the end of December, 1957, the total 
of unfit houses demolished or closed since 
January 1, 1955, was 25,471. The number 
of grant-aided improvements carried out in 
the first half of this year totals 1,184, nearly 
all of them by private owners. 


New Landlord and Tenant Act 
Guide 


THE Department of Health for Scotland 
have issued a guide to explain the main pro- 
visions of the new Landlord and Tenant 
(Temporary Provisions) Act, 1958, in its 
application to Scotland. Copies can be 
obtained from local authorities, Citizens’ 
Advice Bureaux or from the Department of 
Health for Scotland free of charge. 


New Macaulay Institute Building 


CONTRACTS have been placed with the 
Aberdeen firm of Alexander Hall & Son 
Ltd., for a new £300,000 building at Craigie- 
buckler, Aberdeen, to house the Macaulay 
Institute for Soil Research. The scheme will 
be carried out in two stages and is likely to 
be completed by 1961. 


Glasgow Scheme Approved 


ConstTRucTION of a £1,808,421 housing 
scheme at South Nitshill, Glasgow, has been 
approved by Glasgow Corporation Hous- 
ing Committee. This will comprise 1,011 
houses of from one to five apartments. 

The Committee has also authorised con- 
struction of further houses at Lochwood, 
Easterhouse. Estimated cost of the entire 
scheme—which is still under construction— 
is £3,201,566.

Less 
publicised, though no less out- 
standing, are new developments 
in “ conventional” generating 
plant. The  turbo-alternator 
shown here is a 550,000 kilowatt 
unit — twice the capacity of the 
next largest on order for the 
Central Electricity Generating 
Board.
